Though the oxchniige issued its sea­ 
sonal crop estimate 
1 a month before the 
opening of the navel season, November 
1, Mr. Powell stated yesterday thaj 
conditions have been found about as 
forecast, though the quality of the 
fruit is much higher than even the most 
sanguine anticipated. 


"There is a shorter navel crop than 
last year and tho- Florida crop is also 
smaller," he said, " b u t there is a much 
larger Valencia crop. From present in­ 
dications,- there is every reason to bo- 
lieve that 'the orango market will pre­ 
serve its present high tone throughout 
the year, and that the season will bo, 
perhaps, the must successful in history, 
especially as our citrus crop this year 
totals about the same as last year, 
which was the second largest in his­ 
tory." 


A surpriso to tho citrus exports this 
year has been tho unusually roady ac­ 
ceptance of lemons, in the face of ft 
total offering, from November l^to date 
12 per cent greater in volume than last 
year. 
"The lemon situation," said Mr, Pow* 
oil, "la the beat in recent years, due to 
better buying conditions throughout the 
country, and to the larger California 
crop, which baa permitted regularity of 
supply."

which had ceased to be a Christian 
holiday, but was .dominated by a lord 
of misrule who did not hesitate to In­ 
vade the churches In time of service 
In his noisy revels and sports. 
English 
churchmen long ago revolted against 
such Christmas obseiTance. 


Of tho first pilgrim Christmas we 
know but little, save that It was spent 
as was many n later one, In work. 


By 1059 the Purltan3 had grown to 
hate Christmns more and more. I t 


was, 
to use Shakespeare's words, "the 
bug that feared them all." The very 
name smacked to them of incense, 
stole and monkish custom. Any person 
who observed it as a holiday by for­ 
bearing of labor, feasting or any other 
way was to pay 5 shillings fine, so 
desirous were they to "beato down ev­ 
ery sprout of Eplscopacie." 


Judge Sewall watched Jealously the 
feeling of the people with rogard to 
Christmas and noted with pleasure on 
each succeeding year the continuance 
of common trafllc throughout the day. 
Such entries as this show his attltudo:,

The Los Angeles 
Express of Monday evening snya: 


Believed to havo boon attacked and 
robbed—possibly killed—and his body 
placed in a boxcar or somo other, vehi­ 
cle and shipped out of Frosno, Jesso L. 
Kuns, well-known Los Angeles realty 
dealer, was today reported mysteriously 
missing. Sheriffs and police throughout 
the country have been askod to Seek 
him. 


Young Kuns, who has a wi& and two 
small children, left Los Angeles Decem­ 
ber 2 for Raisin City and Fresno to 
transact business for his father, J . S. 
Kuns, also a realty doalor at 713 Grosso 
building. 


Arriving in Fresno on December 4, 
Kuns'cashed two chocks for $280 ahd 
$17(5, and was to use this money to pay 
several bills. Tho cashier of the bank 
was probably tho Inst man to see him. 


When several days passed and Kuns 
failed to roappcar in Los Angoles, rela­ 
tives hastened to Frosno and began an 
investigation. 
I t was learned 
that 
Kuns evidently had not purchased a' 
railroad ticket out of Frosno and at no 
garage had he appoarod to hire a ma­ 
chine. Nono of his friends in that* vi­ 
cinity romombor having soon him. Ho 
did not appoar at places where ho was 
to pay tho bills. 


As a result of this investigation, tho 
father told Sheriff Clino fo Los Angeles 
it is believed Kuns was attacked and 
robbod and his body—either 
uncon­ 
scious or dead—convoyed out of tho 
city.

Inasmuch as the Medal and Show Me brands were strictly grass-green 
off-blooms, we do not consider it a fair comparison to include them in the 
averages, unless Mr. Crawford can show us that an equal percentage of off- 
blooms were included in his brands that sold in the same markets. 
However, 
the Show Me averages are herein included. 


It is also to be remembered that during t h e low months of May and 
June the Covina Orange Growers shipped but 4 per cent of their New York 
business, whilo wo shipped 20 per cent and 32 per cent respectively. 


Mr. Crawford has made a comparison on the Now York auction between 
the entire output of tho M; O. D. in this district, while in his statement ho 
mentions the fact that he has chosen his association averages, they being the 
highest averages of tho Exchango houses in this district, on tho Now York 
auction. 
His comparison being between the Covina Exchange and tho-M. O. 
D. houses in Covina, ho should have taken the average of all four houses in 
tho Covina Exchange. This would have been but fair. 


Mr. Crawford states tho selling charges of the Exchange arc lower than 
Hhose of tho M. 0 . D. Take for example our sales there in New York. Our costs 
are 2 per cent for auction, 1 por cent for salary and expenses incident to sale, 
and four cents to tho selling organization; or on a $4.00 sale tho cost would 
bo 16 cents per box, with refund from the 1 per cent and the four cents, this 
being done at cost. As we understand the Exchange chargCB, they arc 2 per 
pent for auction and 10 cents for Central Exchange and sub-Exchange, mak­ 
ing 18 conts on tho $4.00 sale, with ro fund on. the 10 cents, 
"Which cost most? 


Mr. Crawford Bays that misstatements havo been made. 
Wo do not 
know by whom. 
For our part, we havo mado no statements we cannot back 
up With 
figures. 
As proof of our success wo stato that during the past year 
neither M. 0 . D. house haa lost a membor and havo added ovor 000 acres to 
tho two organizations. 
This spoaks well for tho markoting ability of the M. O. 
D. 


In talking with different Exchange growers wo find that there is a 
sentiment growing every day in favor of another large co-operative organiza* 
tioii such a t the Mutual Orange Distributors) that such an organisation tends 
•' to. create keen competition, between the local-brands: as, well as between the- 
Celling organizations, And' tho best remits cfm be obtained in this way. '

H E R B seems to be little doubt 
that porridge (and not pud­ 
ding) was the older and more 
correct designation,of this time 
honored delicacy.

Porridge, on 
the other hand, was used in the sense 
of our present day pudding. 
When 
Shakespeare speaks of "porridge after 
meat" he undoubtedly means "pudding 
after m e a t " 
And in Sheppard's "Epi­ 
grams" (published 1651) we read, "No 
matter for plomb porridge or shred 
pies." 
P. H. Ditchfleld. says! "The 
plum pudding Is not older than the 
early years of the eighteenth century 
and appears to be a 'house of Hanover' 
or 'act of settlement' dish. 
The pre- 
revolutlon or Stuart 
preparation of 
plums and oth'er ingredients was a por­ 
ridge or pottage and not a pudding and 
was made with very strong broth of 
shin of beef." 


Christmas plum puddings have of 
late years become the toys of fashion. 
In the good old days, when the Yule 
log crackled In the spacious fire grate 
of the rich and poor and when snow 
actually fell a t Christmas time, people 
were well content with plain homely 
plum puddings topped with 
dancing 
spitfire. But custom has changed with 
the times, and the present generation 
(or at any rate a part of it) requires 
Its Christmas puddings enriched with 
jewelry or gold coins. This innovation 
commenced about 1895. 


But of greater importance Is what 
hns been considered the \ theological 
reason for being of the plum pudding. 
The 
searchers 
after 
symbolical In­ 
terpretations contend that on account 
of the very richness of its ingredients 
the plum pudding Is emblematic of the 
costly gifts of the Magi. 


About Yule babies. Yule doughs or 
pop (lollypop) ladles, a custom existed 
in some parts of giving sweetmeats of 
a special kind to children at Christmas. 
These tasty morsels In the shape of n 
doll—eyes, mouth nnd all—were made 
of dough nnd currants. 
They 
were 
flat calces about the size of a hand, 
roughly shaped In the figure of a wom­ 
an with the hands crossed over the 
breast, nnd in the crossed arms was a 
smaller figure, representing a child, the 
features 
being rudely 
suggested by 
means of currants. 
There can be no 
doubt that this sweetmeat—which was 
made and given to children only at 
Christmas—represented 
the Blessed 
Virgin Mary and the Holjr Child, a 
practical and pleasing way, of bringing 
home, to t h e mind*- 
1 ofvtftp?children ^the 
central facta and figures of Christmas-: 
tide.

All their holidays were marked with 
simplest pleasures and unselfish char­ 
ities. Mrs. Grant was very systematic 
In her charities. 
She made lists and 
distributed Christmas gifts with wis­ 
dom and good sense. 
There was no 
end of calls upon them soon after the 
war, and none went away empty. 


In 
1870 President 
Grant's 
father 
spent Chrfttmas at the White House. 
The sons came home from college, and 
Nellie and her friends made the old 
house ring with good times. Mrs. Fre­ 
mont gave them a dancing reception, 
and the sewing club of which Nellie 
was the president bad a wonderful 
Christmas 
entertainment, 
furnished

And they did—uncles and cousins, 
several distinguished generals and the 
president ^Officers of church and state 
were for^oUen'ln tho rid tcu'Tous pranks 
of "Jack and the Beanstalk."

banquet was afterward served in the 
Rtntn dlntug room by the new steward, 
Melah.

The writer has a small orchard of 
Jen'-year-old trees, said to be grafted, 
The nuts from the different trees are, 
however, by no means uniform in type 
and ,it becomes accessary to Select 
.carefully 
those that 
conform • to the 
standard of budded nuts and leave out 
; 
those, random sizes and shapes 
that 
Would fall into the ordinary soft shell 
class. 
This necessity led to a change 
in the ordinary method of harvesting, 
and the experience derived 
therefrom 
prompts some suggestions for the bene- 
fit of walnut growers. 
I t might seem best to make these 
''suggestions shortly before 
harvesting 
begins; on the other hand I 
write 
' 
them 
down and present them 
while 
they are fresh in my mind from the 
. ' h a r v e s t i n g experience just passed. If 
'they are considered worth while tlje 
interested walnut grower will file this 
copy of the Cultivator for future refer­ 
ence and meanwhile will have time to 
consider 
carefully 
whether 
improve­ 
ment in MB own method is not desira- 
' - ble and practicable. The high standard 
which in future must be maintained 
for California walnuts, if shipped un- 
'der a guaranteed brand, in order that 
prompt sales of the entire crop (which 
is constantly increasing) might readily 
, ba made, makes it absolutely necessary, 
to find the best method of harvesting 
. ' w h i c h will help the grower. 


Beginning then with my own orch­ 
ard: 
My crop as a whole did not 
• reach the standard of budded nuts, 
v ^ y e t 
there were many trees that did. 
* 
> I n order to get the advantage of the 
'^•'|higheT-price for budded nuts, and not 
"fe^haVe too, much difficulty i n sorting, I 


out on the sun-exposed side but easily 
came off the shell, leaving a very 
slight stain, if any. 
The kernel was 
turned slightly amber on the burnt 
side but was not the least, shriveled. 
The weight of the nut seemed normal. 
At harvest time many of the kernels 
showed that a mold had started on 
them, and the nuts - of ;many trees re­ 
jected b y my sorter showed the same 
moldy conditi6n without the slightest 
outward indication of it on the shell 
discoverable by the; naked eye. 
While 
growers seem to agree in ascribing this 
condition to the hot week in August, 
yet we have so far received no scien­ 
tific explanation for it. 


This 
year's and past 
experience 
leads me to adopt this as my future 
plun of harvesting: Harvest the crop 
as promptly as possible. Pick up good 
and bad under each tree and keep the 
crop from each tree separate. Do no 
shucking in the orchard but let it be 
done in the walnut camp. Begin cull- 
ingt with the unshucked nuts. A crack­ 
ing test a t this stage will show what 
nuts to throw out, whereas if shucked 
there might be nothing to indicate the 
culls. I n case of a largo orchard I 
would Bend a man through the orchard, 
following the Bhaker, to make a crack­ 
ing test under each tree and tag the 
tree. Pickers might then be assigned 
to pick up under tagged and untagged 
trees separately. Sacks may be tagged 
to correspond with treo tags showing 
cracking test. • This plan may seem a 
little troublosome, but in the end will 
same time and money. 


Having culled the unshucked nuts, 
all worthless culls may be burned up, 
This may help to destroy- blight and 
the codling moth. 
The shucking can 
be done by hand or by a machine 
huller. 
Sometimes the dry huller and 
Bomotimes the wet huller will prove 
the best. The drying must be promptly 
and thoroughly done. To expose the 
nuts to the hot sun causes 
many 
" s p l i t s " ; to expose them to the night 
fogs causes mold and slow drying. An 
air blast for drying would seem to be 
ideal, yet I have not yet heard of any 
grower experimenting in that line. Ex­ 
posure to ,the' sun with - very 1 requeut 


*

-^boards were: placed across T;o hold the 
crop from* each tree separate. The 
sorter, was a very intelligent 
woman 
who kept a sample of standard budded 
nuts beforo her and thus could easily 
draw tHe dividing lino. 
More 
than 
was looked for was accomplished by 
this method of harvesting. 
The diffi­ 
culty of sorting tho walnuts to bring 
them up to the .required standard for 
cracking test was greatly 
lightened. 
I n : the first place every walnut which 
showed a stain was thrown out, also 
every one with a hole in the shell or 
the * stem end, and every one with hull 
sticking t o the shell. But this sort of 
culling, proved insufficient. 
I t might 
suffice in 'some' years, and did in 1914 
when! even a large per cent of the 
culls were good nuts. 
• To satisfy 
scientific 
curiosity the 
'sorter opened many culls t o note tho 
reflation of the outward 'signs to the 
condition of tho kernel. She cracked 
many 
suspicious 
looking 
nuts 
that 
grade or culls as a .result of the test, 
then she applied the cracking test to 
perfectly good looking nuts with most 
surprising results. The finding in brief 
was this: Many perfectly good looking 
nuts were culls. Many suspicious look­ 
ing nuts, on the other band, had fine 
kernels. 
After this the cracking test 
was applied to each separate lot as i t 
was reached. And many a fine looking, 
good sized lot was dumped into the off- 
grade or culls as a result of the test. 
As ordinarily handled these nuts would 
have gone into the merchantable class. 
Had this boen done in this instance it 
would probably have BO greatly lower­ 
ed the cracking test applied a t the wal­ 
nut house that the entire crop would 
have been rejected. 
Resorting would 
have been impossible because not even 
the most expert handler of walnuts 
could have told any difference b y out­ 
ward appearance or weight of the nuts. 


Culls caused by blight were easily 
picked out. 
Culls 
caused b y the 
larvae of the codling moth were hard­ 
er to find, exceping those which either 
showed a dark stain or a distinct hole 
in the stem end or shell. Some of these 
culls will escape tho most expert aortor, 
even if every nut is individually band- 
led. This, is the nut which still holds 
the worm, while the nut with the large 
hole shew? tha worm has 6««aped.

A Famous 8tatue. 


Tho great temple of Zeus Olymplus 
at Olympia, Greece, was 354 feet long 
and 171 wide. The columns of this fa­ 
mous shrino were sixty feet In height 
and six and a half feet in diameter and 
are the largest which now remain of 
ancient architecture in marble. Sixteen 
of the wonderful columns are still 
standing and ure among the most Im­ 
posing in the world. In this temple 
stood the colossal statue of, Zeus, forty 
feet high, on a pedestal of twenty.

OOVTNA WOMAN'S FATHER 


DD3S AT PITTSBURGH. 


Associated Press dispatches yester­ 
day confirmed the news of Dr. John 
Prugh's death at Pittsburgh on Wed­ 
nesday of this week. He was the father 
of Mrs. A. B. Marshall, who lives at 
the foot of Citrus avenue in the Val­ 
encia Heights district. 
, 


Dr. Prugh was first a visitor to Co­ 
vina two years ago, and again this 
year. He was a well-known figure here, 
driving about the streets in company 
with his daughter and her husband. In 
September he left for Pittsburgh, and 
at that time seemed to be in good 
health, although it was known that ho 
had been suffering for some time with 
a chronic illness. 


Dr. Prugh was 64 years old. For 
twenty years he was president of the 
Foreign Missions board of the Reform­ 
ed Presbyterian church. He was well 
known in church circles throughout the 
United States. Dr. Prugh was elected 
president of the general synod of the 
Reformed Church of the United States 
in 1903 and held that office three years. 


Four years ago he was elected presi­ 
dent of the council of the Reformed 
and Presbyterian Famib/ of Churches 
In America. 


He was also a member of the execu­ 
tive committee of the Alliance of the 
Reformed and Presbyterian churches 
throughout the world. At the time of 
MB death Dr. Prugh was pastor emeri­ 
tus of Grace Reformed 
church, of 
which congregation he had been in 
charge for over thirty years, it haying 
boen his only charge. He retired' ono 
year ago.
